JUDICIAL RENTS. 

The Staff for the working of the Sub-Commissions consisted of throe Legal and Sub-Com- 
eighteen Lay Assistant Commissioners formed into three Sub-Commissions, the mu)H10ru< - 
remaining Assistant Commissioners being employed in valuing for us in cases where 
Notices of Appeal or for re-hearing have boon served, for purchase, and in other duties. L 

The number of fair-rent notices disposed of by the Sub-Commissions during the period Fair rent 
stated, was 2,S72. Of this number, 2,395 were coses of applications by yearly tenants, application* 
and 477 were applications by leaseholders. disposed of. 

Tho entire number of fair-rent notices disposed of, from the date of our last Report 
up to the 31st March, 1895, was as follows: — By the Commissioners as a Court of 
first instance, principally on consent, 138 ; by the Sub- Com missions, 2,872; and from 
returns furnished by the Clerks of the Peace it appears that 837 were disposed of by 
the Civil Bill Courts. Thus during the year 3,847 applications were disposed of. r „ TT 

The entire number disposed of by both Land Commission and Civil Bill Courts xh. 

from the date of the passing of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to the 31st March, 

1895, was 236,798.

1,906 applications wore received by the Land Commission since tho 1st April, 1894, 
and of the cases pending in tho Civil Rill Court, 060 applications were received during 
the same period, 228 having lieen transferred from that Court to the Land Commission 
in the year. 

Judicial Rents have been aottlcd during the year by us on the report of Court Rents lixed 
Valuers in 17 cases, and originating declarations aud agreements liavo been lodged under 0,1 Valuers’ 
the provisions of tho 8th Section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, in 1,270 cases, of ’■• v 

which 1,246 wore lodged in the Land Commission, and 24 were lodged with the Clerks of xvu..xix. 

the Peace of the Civil Bill Courts, making altogether 1,287 cases which were 
settled dining the period under review without litigation. 

The total number of originating declarations and agreements to fix fair rents lodged, xviilsx. 

since the passing of the Act of 1881, up to the 31st March, 1895, was 123,172. 

The total number of rents fixed by us on the reports of Court Valuers during the n. 

same period was 1,408. 

In the Appendix we give particulars of the results of decisions during the year in Trun value UjLix.

The total number of judisial leases executed has boon 133, and the number of fixed 
tenancies sanctioned was 3G. 

During the year no j>roc« codings were takon under the 40tli Section of the Act of 
1881, to nominate arbitrators to lix the amount of the Judicial Route. Since 1881 in 
37 cases only have Judicial Rents been fixed by this method. 

During the year tin; number of leaseholders who applied under the provisions of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, to the Court of the Lind Commission, was 152, and 
to the Civil Bill Courts r>7 ; and 101 applications were also mode to the latter 
Court during the same period to lix Judicial Rents in eases where ejectments were 
]K)mling, pursuant to the provisions of see. 0 of the Ael. referred to. 

By the 57 & 58 Vic., Cap. 48, the period during which the Civil Bill Courts and the 
Land Commission were authorized to receive applications from leaseholders, has been 
oxtonded to the 31st December, 1 805. 

The total number of leaseholders ami others who have applied under l.lio provisions 
of the Act roforred to, and under the Redemption of Rent (Ireland) Act, I Rill , up to 
the 31st March, 1890, is 33,61)8, and of these applications 32, 801 have been disposed of. 

The entire number of rente fixed by all the methods enumerated from the passing of 
the Land Law Acts of 18S1 ami 1887 to the 3lst March, 1895, was 299,188, not 
including judicial leases and fixed tenancies.* The total rental dealt with was 
£6,232,315, and the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect thereof was £4,931,809, 
the result being a reduction of 20 '8 per cent, over the entire country. The number of 
cases struck out, withdrawn, or dismissed, was 00,819. 

The total numbor of cases disposed of during the period from August, 1 88 1, to 3M 
March, 1895, was therefore 300,007. 

In the Appendix will be found for each ol tlm years from 22nd August, 1881, to 
31st March, 1895, the number of Fair Rente fixed by the various methods therein 
enumerated, with the amounts ol' the former rental, and of the total Judicial Rente fixed, 
with per oeutage of reduction for each year. 

APPEALS. 

1,274 appeals from the Civil Bill Courts and re-hearings from the decisions of the 
Sub-Commissions were hoard by us, during the period stated, at sittings hold in Dublin 
or in the country. We held 32 sittings at principal towns throughout the country, 
and 8 sittings in Dublin, for the purpose ol' hearing such appeals. Sittiugs were 
also held in Dublin for the disposal of motions and other court business. 

942 appeals to us were withdrawn, making a total of 2,21(5 of such applications 
disposed of during the period under review. 

The total number of appeals disposed of since the passing of the Act in 1881 to 
the 31st March, 1895, was 43,37(5, which includes 14 appeals in cases under the 
Labourers Acte. 

The number of* appeals to us lodged or reinstated, including the 14 cases under the 
Labourers Acte, in the same period wsua 43,(581. 

The total numbor ponding on the 1st April, 1891, was 1,475, and on the 31st 
March, 1895, was 305.

undei- 127 cases of applications from Boards of Guardians ; 201 orders fixing rente wore 
Labourers made by ouo of the Commissioners sitting in chamber in Dublin. Tin* total number 
of such rents fixed up to olst March, 1895, was 3,254. 

In the Appendix particulars are given by counties of tho number of such applications 
received and disposed of, and the average rent payablo in respect of these cottage 
allotments. 

PURCHASE OF LAND ACTS. 

Phockkdinos Unuku Acts ok 1885 and 1888. 

Lo,l 1 ,m . . As stilted in our last Report, from tho passing of the Act of 1885 up to tho 1 3th 
* w > or ' day of November, 1891, since which date no further applications have boon received, 
the total numbor of Loans applied for was 29,335, for £11,378,932. Of these 3,539 
applications for £1,383,142 have been rejected for insufficiency of security or other 

* Judicial Lease*, reserving rent* amounting to £7,(169 13*. lid., have been scaled in 133 cases, and 30 Fixed Tenancies, will 1 
reuts of £8,4 23 4*. lid., havo been sanctioned. The figures could not bo included as tho (ormor rents woro in most cases not given. 
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reasons ; the amount so rejected during the period between the 1st April, 1894 and 
31st March, 1895, being £62,682. During the same period 172 applications for £45,706 
were provisionally sanctioned, making the total amount sanctioned from the passing 
of the Act in 1885 up to the 31st March, 1895, £9,908,730, after deducting cases pro- 
visionally sanctioned in former years, but rescinded since 1st April, 1894. There were 
88 applications, representing £20,154, which on 1st April, 1895, had neither been sanc- 
tioned nor refused. 49 were applications for £10,401 in respect of one estate pending 
in the Land Judge’s Court which have not yet been disposed of in that Court, and 
there remained applications for £9,753 in which our requisitions have not yet been 
complied with. 

Owing to the rejection of Applications for insufficient security, the dismissal of cases 
for want of proof of title, the withdrawal of applications by parties who have sub- 
sequently proceeded under the Act of 1891, the applications dealt with or pending in 
respect of the Grant of £10,000,000 now amount to £9,928,884. 

Of the total amount, £9,908,730, so provisionally sanctioned, wc have issued 24,913 
loans to the amount of £9,879,245 in respect of sales for £10,049,327, the amount issued 
during the period just closed being £349,267 for 1 ,098 loans. The proceedings 
towards the issue of a sum of £29,485 (being the difference between the amount 
sanctioned and the amount paid) wc anticipate will shortly be closed. 

The total amount issued includes £448,261 advanced to 1,693 tenants upon 76 estates 
purchased by us in tho Land Judge’s Court. 
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Of the 24,913 Loans issued, amounting to £9,879,245, 12,890, to the amount of Loans 
£3,737,408, were for Ulster, 4,998, amount £3,162,372, were for Munster, 4,107, amount lssued ‘ 
£2,331,652, were for Leinster, and 2,918, amount £647,813, wore for Connaught. 

In 389 of these cases the purchase money in excess of the advances was provided by Part pay- 
cash payments amounting to £131, 1S5, and by mortgages to the amount of £38,897. men *°f 
In 143 cases tho tenants have lodged the necessary Guarantee Deposits, the amount so 
lodged being £32,648. 

The total amount of Guarantee Deposits lodged or retained was £1,938,446. Of Guarantee 
this amount £5,388 has been repaid to the parties entitled thereto, and £2,976 3s. 2d. has Deposits, 
been applied in discharge of arrears of instalments declared pursuant to the provisions of 
the Act of 1885 to be “irrecoverable,” leaving a balance of £1,930,081 16s. 10c/. on 
the 31st March, 1895. Of this amount, £240,859 3s. 3 d. has been invested, on the 
application of tho parties interested, in securities, as provided by the 10th section 
of the Act of 1887, and there remained at that date the sum of £1,689,222 13s. 7 d. of 
which £1,621,635 10s. 7c/. was with the Natioual Debt Commissioners, and the balance 
is in cash in our hands.

Summary of 
particulars. 



We have provisionally sanctioned during the period under review, 1,51)0 applications 
for £504,533, and 1,898 Loans have boon issued for £651,057. 

Wo have also received (luring the year undertakings from .854 Tenants for advances 
amounting to £231,242 for the purchase of their holdings, forming portion of Estates 
in the Court of the Laud Judge. Wo sanctioned 49!) loans in such cases lor .6153,736, 
and issued 363 for £8(5,550. 37 undertakings for .643,073 were rejected either by us 
or our oiler was refusod by the Land Judge. 

Since the passing of tins Act of 1891 to l.lioJIst March, 1895, we have received 
9,027 applications for .62,8 LI, 478, of those 1)150 for £323,478 have been refused. 

The total amount which has boon provisionally sanctioned is .61,71(5,151 in respect 
of 4,973 applications, as well as 1,021) applications for loans for .6243,9 1 7 in respect of 
sales in tho Land Judge's Court. We have, issued altogether during (.lie same tioruxl 
4,951 loans for £1,653,444, which does not include :i(5 loans for £25,2 IK issued under the 
Redemption of Rout Act. 

Tho proceedings towards tho issue of £306,(527, tho dilloronco between the amounts 
sanctioned and issued, arc now in various stages of progress. 

Tho periodical return required by the 33rd Section of tlm Act has been sent 
forward by us for presentation to Parliament, setting forth in the prescribed form 
complete particulars of every ease in which an advance has boon made during the. year 
euded 31st March, 1895, including the date of the advances, the names of vendor and 
purchaser, the situation, size, rateable value, and rent of each holding, the amount of 
tho purchase-money, advance, and guarantee deposit.

During the period under review 12 appeals against the decision of one Commissioner Purchase 
acting alone in carrying tho Purchase Acts into effect were hoard by the Judicial a PI K!llls - 
Commissioner and two other Commissioners, pursuant to the 29th section of the Act 
of 1891 (in onu case for the hearing of an appeal a Judge of tho High Court acted as 
Judicial Commissioner), and one appeal in a ease arising under the Redemption of 
Rent Act lias similarly boon disposed of. 

During the same period, 5 appeals and requisitions, which had reference to questions Appeals on 
of law only, wore heard by the Judicial Commissioner sitting alone, and 4 appeals of

On the 1st November last, the total amount payable in respect of advances under the Payment of 
Act of 1885 for the half-year’s interest and instalments which had then become due, „° e s ^' A . t 
including arrears amounting to £7,0(17 unpaid on that date, was £201,891, payable by "ggg a ,J ’ 
24,324 payors. Of this amount £190,149 had been paid on 31st March, 1895, by 1891. 
23,158 payers, leaving £11,742 due by 1,160 purchasers. Of this sum £7,789 due by 
992 persons is in respect of the half-year’s instalment which accrued ou the 1st 
November, 1894. Tho £! 1,742 in avrear on 31st March last has been reduced at the 
date of this report to £7,840 due by 798 purchasers. 

With regard to tho payment of tho instalments created under the Purchase of Land 
Act, 1891, the amount, receivable on the 1st November last, from 3,065 payers was 
£24,560 7 a\ 10 </., of this £24,166 16s. 3 d. has boon received, leaving £393 11s. 7 d. to 
he recovered from 29 payers. 

The holdings of fifty-one purchasers who made default in payment of their instal- Cases whore 
uieuts wore advertised for sale during the period eovored by this Report. delault has 

In thirty-six of those eases the sales were withdrawn, tho arrears having been 
paid; in seven conch the holdings wore sold to ordinary purchasers ; in two cases 
where there was no competition tho holding was pureliasod by tho former landlord ; 
and in six cases, in which thorn were, no bidders, the holdings are in the hands of the 
Land Commission, pending re-sale. 



Local Registration ok Titlk Act. 

During the year under review the titles of purchasers in 5,155 cases have been Number of 
registered pursuant to tho provisions of tho Act. regis- 

With reference to the registration of the titles of cases where the sales were tel ' 
completed before tho 1st of January, 1892, during the year 1,907 statements and K*Bi»tra- 
appheations have boon prepared, and sont to tho parties for verification, 1,015 *f 0n 1 ^ t cu808 
applications have been lodged with the Local Registrars. Requisitions for searches and 
rulings on the title have been issued by the Registrar with respect to 1,428 applications. 

In these cases some delay occurred in making the roquisito searches for transfers and 
incumbrances by tho owner between the date of tho original sale to him and the lodging 
of the application to register the title. In 338 eases certificates of title have been issued. 

During tho period since 1893, when Treasury sanction was first obtained to apply 
for registration in such cases, 3,985 statements and applications have been sent to 
the parties for verification, 2,255 applications have been lodged with the Local 
Registrars, and 353 Laud Certificates have been issued.

Ne lect on In a considerable number of cases in which the statement and form ot application has 
part of Pur- been prepared and sent to the parties for verification, they have taken no further 
chasers to steps to assist the Commission in completing the registration. Much apathy 
furnish in- an( | disinclination appears to exist in taking any trouble to verify the application, 
formation. or to exp ] ain dealings with the holdings which have occurred since the dates 
of the original purchases, and in many cases the parties seem to be indifferent as to 
whether their titles are registered or not. This indifference to the advantages con- 
ferred by the Act (which the Commissioners have taken every opportunity to explain • 
to the parties concerned) is much to be regretted, and the Commissioners are appre- 
hensive that considerable embarrassment wnl hereafter be caused both to them and to 
the parties themselves if irregular sales and other transactions affecting the holding 
continue to be carried out without reference to the provision of the 25th Section of the 
Statute, which enacts that : — 

“ The following provision shall apply to all freehold land tho registration of which is by this Act declared 
to be compulsory. A person shall not, under any conveyance executed on or after the commencement of this 
Act, acquire any estate in any such land until he is registered as owner of tlio land, but on being so registered 
his title shall relate back to the date of the execution of the conveyance, and any dealings with the laud before 
the registration shall have effect accordingly." 

Agricultural Department. 

0IIV Collection of The collection and publication of the prevailing prices of Irish agricultural 
prices of produce has been continued : statistics of the prices of grass seeds have been added to 
produce. the returns. 

In order that the returns may indicate the range of the market prices of wheat 
oats, barley, flax, potatoes, hay, pork, butter, eggs, and wool, the highest and 
lowest prices quoted for each of the above-mentionod products in the returns of prices 
supplied weekly to the Commissioners are given for each month included in 
the period to which the return refers during which transactions in the articles 
mentioned are reported, in addition to the monthly average prices as hitherto 
reported; the average of the highest and lowest prices of the months are returned 
as the average highest and lowest prices respectively for the year. The returns of 
prices of the articles of produce mentioned as now issued thus represent the average 
price and the range of prices prevailing for each article during the period to which 
the return relates. 

Diagrams showing the prices of beef, mutton, store stock, and Irish agricultural 
produce sold in Ireland for the quarter ended the 31st March, 1895, will be found in 
the Appendix. 

Markets Exemption Orders have been issued to eighty market authorities for fairs at which 
and Fairs they showed to the Commissioners that only small quantities of stock are offered for 
{Weighing sale, or j n respect of which for other sufficient reasons it is not considered necessary 
Ac^l 887 rec l u ' Te them to provide weighing accommodation. 

A 1891 . Since 1st April, 1894, eighteen market authorities have been required to provide 
weighing accommodation, or to add to, or otherwise improve the previously existing 
weighing accommodation ; the market authorities at Londonderry, Enniskillen, Boyle, 
and Crumlin, have complied with the requirements of the Commissioners, and it is 
expected that the necessary accommodation will be provided in the immediate future 
for the other markets and fairs referred to. 

The arrangements provided at several other important fairs have been inspected 
during the year, and orders are about to be issued requiring improved weighing 
accommodation to be provided. 

The Commissioners have learned that there is a steady increase in the number of 
cattle weighed annually at several fairs, at which proper weighing accommodation and 
equipments have been provided, but farmers, hitherto, as a rule have shown very little 
disposition to appreciate the value of the weigh-bridge when selling their stock at fail's ; 
this may be accounted for by their habitual disinclination to adopt new methods, by 
the strong opposition of dealers and butchers, who it is known at times refuse to 
purchase cattle which have been weighed, and also by the very unsuitable weighing 
accommodation which has frequently been provided. It is believed that when 
improved weighing accommodation has been provided at the more important fairs 
farmers, as in Scotland, will more generally make use of it, perceiving that the oppo- 
sition thereto is generally interested, and will recognize that it is to their advantage 
to know the weight of stock when selling and to ascertain the live weight prices 
prevalent elsewhere for similar classes of stock.

Prevention of Potato Disease. 

During the period under review a further series of experiments was carried out at Further 
the Royal Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, under the direction of Mr. F. W. Moore, experiments 
M.R.I.A., in continuation of those conducted at the same place in 1893, with a view to made in 
. ascertaining : year ' 

1 . Whether any portion of the copper contained in Bordeaux Mixture as applied to 
the potato plant finds its way into the tissues of the foliage, and if so, how, and in 
what form. 

2. Whether the potato plant is rendered practically disease-proof by the absorption of 
copper by the tissues of the leaf, although all traces of the dressing may have been 
removed by rain. 

The analyses made in connection with these experiments were conducted by Sir 
Charles A. Cameron, Professor of Chemistry, R.C.S.I., who, with Mr. Moore, kindly 
afforded his valuable advice and assistance in arranging the necessary details. 

The Champion variety of potato was selected as the most suitable for experiment, 
the sets were planted in the end of March, 1894, the ground thus planted being divided 
into twelve plots which were differently treated. The details of the experiments and 
■of the results will be found in the Appendix. 

The result of these experiments so far lias not been on the whole satisfactory, but Result of 
owing to the extreme importance of the whole subject to occupiers of land in Ireland, experi- 
especially to the occupiers of small holdings, it would seem desirable that it should be ments - 
thoroughly investigated by specialists, as several important matters in connection there- 
with at present rest in uncertainty, and such investigations would possibly throw light 
upon a point of considerable importance to agriculturists, namely, whether Bordeaux 
Mixture, or a substitute therefor, can be prepared at a less cost, or with greater security 
from liability of error in its preparation owing to the use of unsuitable materials, than 
•at present. Such investigations would necessarily have to be carried out with very 
great care and attention, but it is believed that the information which would be derived 
therefrom would amply repay the trouble and cost incurred. 

In addition to the experiments above referred to, a series of field demonstrations Field 
were conducted on fourteen farms in the Counties of Antrim and Londonderry, on nine demonatra. 
of which a statute perch of the produce of the sprayed and of the unsprayed portions tioD - 
of the fields was weighed for purposes of comparison. On nine plots sprayed with 
Bordeaux Mixture the average yield of sound marketable potatoes was 6 tons 17 cwts. 

27 lbs., as against 4 tons 19 cwts. 61 lbs. on the nine untreated plots, or an average 
increase of 1 ton 17 cwts. 78 lbs. per statute acre, equal to an increase of 27 per cent, 
of marketable potatoes. Very wet weather prevailed at the period during which the 
demonstrations were carried out, and therefore it became necessary to considerably 
curtail the number of demonstrations intended. The same cause, although notices 
were issued through the press as to the dates and places on which the demonstrations 
would take place, prevented as full an attendance of local farmers as was anticipated, 
but it is hoped that in the districts in which the demonstrations were carried out, 
attention will be aroused when the results become known, and that, as has occurred 
in other districts in which field experiments were in former years conducted, spraying 
machines will be purchased for use during the ensuing season. From inquiries 
made by us it appears that over 2,000 Kuapsack Spraying Machines have been sold in 
Ireland in the present year. 

Authority has been obtained to cany out further demonstrations during the coining 
•season. 

The results obtained by spraying at nine of the places at which demonstrations were 
conducted are given in the Appendix, the results were not ascertained at the five other 
places at which demonstrations were held.

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Prevention of Potato Disease. 

Particulars and Results of the Experiments conducted at the Royal Botanic 
Gardens, Glasnevin. 

One series of experiments was conducted with a view to ascertaining if the foliage of 
the potato plant is rendered practically disease-proof by the proper application of 
Bordeaux Mixture thereto, even when all traces of the dressing may have been 
subsequently removed by rain, and in that case how long the dressing should remain on 
the foliage before it is washed oft - in order that the foliage may successfully resist 
disease. 

It was further hoped by this series of experiments to ascertain whether any portion 
of the copper contained in the Bordeaux Mixture finds its way into the tissues of the 
foliage, and, if so, to what extent. 

For the purposes of this series of experiments Champion potatoes were planted in 
selected plots in March, 1894, each plot containing a specified number of plants. 

Arrangements were made for protecting the plants when fully developed by means of 
glass frames, from rain, the frames being so supported as to permit of the free circula- 
tion of air around the plants from both sides and ends of the plots. 

On a particular date all the plots, except those reserved as test plots, were dressed 
with Bordeaux Mixture, immediately after which all except certain test plots were, as 
stated, covered with glass frames to protect the foliage from rain : at specified intervals 
varying from six hours to fourteen days after the application of the first dressing, the 
latter was thoroughly washed from the foliage of certain plots by syringing with 
water, the amount of water thus used being greater than that which would have fallen 
on the plots during their period of growth in a very wet season ; certain plots were left 
unwashed as test plots : immediately after being syringed with water the foliage of two 
plants in each plot was cut and forwarded to Sir Charles Cameron for analysis. 

On a fixed date the foliage of potato plants affected by disease was introduced in 
all the plots with a view to propagating disease ; throughout the period of the 
experiments accurate notes were taken as to the general health and appearance of the 
plants and the first indication and subsequent progress of disease in each plot. 
Previous to analysis the stalks and foliage of all plants analysed were thoroughly 
washed so as to remove all traces of Bordeaux Mixture adhering thereto. 

The results obtained from this series of experiments were not satisfactory. The 
analysis made of the foliage from duplicate plots varied considerably, and it was not 
possible to form any conclusions from the period at which or the extent to which 
disease appeared in the foliage of any of the plots. It is not necessary, therefore, to 
give further details as to the treatment of the several plots and the analysis of samples 
of foliage taken therefrom. 

Tho results obtained in pot experiments referred to below appear to indicate that the 
contradictory and inconclusive results obtained in the plot experiments are probably due 
to various unobserved circumstances affecting the plants in the several plots. It is 
regretted that these experiments have thrown no light upon a question which is of 
importance to potato growers — namely, are potato plants which have been dressed 
with Bordeaux Mixture capable of largely resisting disease although the dressing applied 
may have been washed off by rain to a considerable extent at some period soon after 
its application, and, if so, what period should elapse between the application of the 
dressing and its subsequent removal by rain in order that the plants may be fairly 
capable of resisting disease ? 

The importance to agriculturists of obtaining accurate information on this point is 
not to be estimated merely by the cost of the dressing applied, which may be rendered 
useless by a heavy fall of rain immediately or soon after its application. There is the 
graver consideration to the farmer that at a season of the year, when time is to him 
of great value, he will hesitate to repeat an operation which entails a considerable 
outlay in labour just when such labour may be urgently required to deal with the hay 
and green crops, and obviously these considerations will weigh more heavily in a 
wet season in which potato disease prevails, than in a dry season when it is less to 
be feared. 

0 2 
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A further series of experiments was made with potato plants grown in pots, with 
the special object of ascertaining if the potato plaut absorbs copper from Bordeaux 
Mixture applied to the foliage. 

The pot plants, two in each series, were treated as described below, the foliage being 
cut before decay set in, and then submitted for analysis; the percentage of copper 
contained in the loaves and stalks of each sample as ascertained by analysis is stated 
after the particulars of treatment of each series. 

Series 1. — The foliage of the plants was sprayed with Bordeaux Mixture in the 
ordinary manner : — 

I'crccutuge of Copper, . . . 0'37 

Scries 2. — The foliage of the plants was painted witli a definite amount of Bordeaux 
Mixture, precautions being taken to prevent any of the mixture falling on the earth : — 

Percentage of Copper, . . . O'Gl 

Series 3. — Bordeaux Mixture was applied as in watering to the earth in the pots, 
precautions being taken to prevent any of the mixture falling on the foliage : — 

Percentage of Copper, . . . 0-00 

Series 4. — The foliage was painted with a definite amount of a 2 per cent, solution 
of copper sulphate, without the addition of lime thereto : — 

Percentage of Copper, . . . 0’08 

Scries 5. — The foliage was sprayed with Bordeaux Mixture, precautions being taken 
to prevent auy of the spray falling on the earth in the pots : — 

Percentage of Cop;>er, . . .0*11 

The Bordeaux Mixture applied to the plants in Series 1, 2, 3, and 5 was composed 
of : — 

Water, .... 100 parts by weight. 

Copper Sulphate, . . 2 „ „ 

Cnslaked lime, . . . 1 „ „ 

The leaves of the plants in series 4 withered directly after the solution of pure copper 
sulphate was applied. 

It will be noticed that the percentage of copper ascertained by analysis to exist in 
the stalks and foliage of the plants, Series 1, 2, and 5, to the foliage of which Bordeaux 
Mixture was applied, was 0’37, O’Gl, and 0T1 respectively ; the largest amount being 
contained in the stalks and foliage of the plants of Series 2, to the foliage of which the 
mixture was applied with a paint brush, thereby ensuring its application to all parts of 
the foliage ; the amount of copper contained in the stalks and foliage of the plants of 
Series 3, on which series the mixture was applied only to the earth in which the plants 
grew, being only 0’06.
